which is thought to be Nimrod. He cited Abrabam before him, 
who mocking his Idols,was caft into a fiery Furnace, from whence 
he was miraculoufly delivered without any harm. It’s of this 
Furnace that the Rabbins pretend-we are to underftand what God 
faid to. Abrabam, Gen. 15.7. I am the Lord that brought thee out 
of Ur of the Chaldees. And that inftead of the word Ur. we 
ought to put Furnace. After refuting this Fable at large, our 
Authors fay that it was not Chaldea but Mefopotamia, that was 
Abrabam's native Country ; that *tis in the firft of thefe that we 
ought to look for the Town of Ur, whence this Patriarch de- 

arted with his Father, his Wife and the reft of his Family. The 
roofs alledg’d for this Opinion are fo convincing that “tis 
{carce to be-refifted. The learned Bochart fuppofes the fame 
with what our Authors here maintain, and confirms it with many 
of their Reafons. . 7 

Ammianus Marcellinus, Lib. V: {peaks of a Caftle that the 
Perfians call Ur, fituated between the City of Nisbis and the 
Tygris.
